Any person who is the sole heac 
of a family,-or any male over lt 
years old, may humestead a quate: 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatubewan or Alber 
ta. The applicant must appear ir 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth 
er Or sister of interding homesteader 
Duties.—Six months’ residence up 
on and cultivation of the land i: 
each of three years. A homesteade:. 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 8 
acres, solely owned and occupied b} 
him or by his father, mother, son 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homestcade: 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-seclion alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each o2 six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis:

The process of carving the shell 
requires’ great skill and delicacy. If 
the shell is to be carved. as a whole, 
the artist takes advantage of the fact 
that the coloring of the lower layer 
{s richest-next the mouth of the shell 
and the ridges on the last whorl are 
thick enough to permit deep carving. 
For commercial - urposes the shell is 
usually cut into pieces with a tin 
oe running water and emery pow- 

er. . 

The piece that is to be carved has 
to be shaped with a 8) +11 grindstone 
and the surface has to be smoothed 
and cleared -f imperfections. A piece 
of paper c-mented to the back keeps 
the shell from crackin~ and is used 
for fastening a working Landle to the 
cameo. 

After the design has been drawn 
on the outer surface with a penell it 
is cut in ‘he soft white outer layer 
with steel engraver’s (much like a 
wood engraver’s) tools. The natur- 
ally colored inner layer, which be- 
comes the background, requires polish- 
ing and developing with pumice and 
acid, rubbed in with a boxwood stick. 

The whole process must be carried 
out with great care, because the shell 
is very fragile and can easily be 
broken or corroded by the acid used 
fn polishing. 


“ORIGIN OF GOLD NUGGETS 


Experiments Show That Their 8truo- 
ture Resembles Meteorites 


An attempt was made by ar in- 
Vestigator in Australia to discover 
how gold nuggets originate. The first 
thing done was to cut, slice and 
polish nuggets with the sole purpose 
of: finding out just what was the na- 
ture of their structure, 

Close observation reveated the fact 

that there is some curious points of 
+esemblance Letween gold nuggets and 
meteorites. Both when polished and 
etched with chlorine watér, exhibit 
& orystalHine structure. In the case 
of meteorites the nes thus exhibited 
on the etched surface are called Wid- 
Mannstattian figures, and their pre- 
sence is said to be one of the most 
invariable characteristics of those 
metallic bodies that fall from the sky 
to the earth. 
* But it is not meant to be implied 
that gold nuggets have fallen from 
the sky because they exhibit a crys- 
talline structure recalling that of 
meteorites. The resemblance is ap- 
parently only superficial, and the crys- 
tals of the nuggcts differ in form from 
those of the meteorites, 

Another curious fact is that when 
& nugget is heated in a Bunsen flame, 
explosions take -place on its surface. 
Blisters are formed which continue 
to swell until they burst with a sharp 
report and bits of gold are violently 
scattered about. a 

It 1s evident that the nuggets con- 
tain either gases or some liquids or 
solids which are easily converted into 
the gaseous form, the expansion of 
which produces the explosions,

tunnel, five miles long, at Rogers’ 
Pass, B.C., in connection with the

QUESTION OF ASSESSMENT 


. Tho question of assessment for 
1914 was the main business of the 
evening. . 

The Mayor called for opinions as 
to which would be the best way «* 
discussing the question, and it we 
decided to discuss it in committee 
of the whole. 

Alderman Botterill, in rising to 
open the question, said that he had 
never in the past been in favor oi 
the present system of assessment, 
and he was still of the same opin- 
ion, and hoped there would be a, 
change made. But as we had, the 
tax on land alone, we must abide by 
it. But we have to raise several 
thousand dollars more this year, and 
the question was how to accomplish 
that with the least resistance. He 
favered assessing all plages of busi- 
ness on a rental basis, say ten per 
cent. of the rent. If a merchant 
paid $100 a month rent, or $1,200 
per anr' n, his special tax would be 
$120.a > ar. Tf a man paid $500 a 
mon‘h, his special tax would be $60 
a year, besides his other taxes. He 
belizved that by this system we 
should reach a number of business 
men in the city, including profession- 
al men, who were at present not 
doing their fair share towards the 
upkeep of the city in comparison 
with what they were earning. The 
new act ‘allowed assessments to be 
made on business rentals, and he 
thought there would not be’ much 
difficulty of striking a basis of 10 
per cent. on rentals, which would 
net. us in the neighborhood of four 
to five thousand dollars. There had 
heen considerable grumbling over the 
present. assessment. He _ illustrated 
the difference of the merchants’ 
assessments and two previous years. 
They were getting splendid police and 
fire protection, and could afford to 
pay for it. The system of rental 
assessment would cost him far more 
than the present system, but | he 
thought it would reach so many who 
were not now paying a fair porpor- 
‘ion to the taxes that in the end it 
would be placing a more equal share 
on the ratepayers all round. . He felt 
that whatever system was brought 
in, there. would be some one’ who 
could not be reached, but we should 
at least make an effort to reach 
éverybody. He was not speaking 
against anyone ; he was simply try- 
ing to find a solution in place of 
what we had at present, and would 
like to hear from the other Council- 
lors with regard*® to their views on 
the matter. 

Mayor Carscallen said that the 
question before the meeting was 
whether we should depart from ou 
present system of taxation on land 
only, or whether we should insti- 
tule a new system. So far as he 
himself was concerned, .he had given 
the matter a lot of consideration, 
but had not been able to form a 
definite opinion on it as yet, and 
wanted to hear it discussed — very 
fully, so that different points of in 
terest could be brought out that 
would help in coming to a decision. 

Alderman Coote here asked if a 
business that was licensed could be 
taxed. 

G. W. Greene, city solicitor, — re- 
plicd that it could not. The City 
could not tax a licenscd business for 
revenue. 

Alderman Smith said he was pre: 
pared to pay whatever tax was put 
on him, but did not favor a special 
tax. He would like to see the single 
tax in its entirety, or go back to a 
tax on insprovements. He thought 
the business rental tax would cause 
a whole lot of trouble, because _ it 
was hard to say who was a business 
man, and he did not see altogether 
what advantage could be gained from 
altering the present system, and he 
thought it was heaping the burden 
on to the shoulders of those who 
were already bearing the greater 
portion, but he was quite willing to 
have the matter decided on 
merits. 

Alderman Tord said he had given 
the matter careful attention, and 
thought it would he good 
to tax on a regtal business all mer- 
chants and professional men, and he 
believed the most consistent way to 
levy a tax was in that direction, and 
he thought 10 per cent. very reason- 
able on all institutions not licensed, 
including hotels, who, if they did not. 
pay a license, would come under the 
same heading as any other business. 
THe would like to suggest as well 
that all taxes be paid quarterly, and 
a new business firm coming into

open up- for a. few months, and ‘then 
if they’ desired, get’ ‘out without 
bearing their portion of taxes. In 
Nova Scotia; where he had been in 
business, he had been called upon 
|to pay a deposit of $300 to the 
Council, which they held. for two 
years and then returned with inter- 
est at 6 per cent. 


He did not anticipate any trouble- 


in fixing a rental hasis. Any person 
owning the premises would be assess- 
ed on the rate they would rent to 
outsiders. He did not think the 
rentals during 1913 were lower than 
1912 on an average, and if he was 
taxed himself on a bdusiness rental 


he would have to pay a lot more 


than he was paying at present, but 
‘he enc it was the best method, 
and he wmnted to go on record as 
being in favor of an equal basis for 
taxation, and only license those 
who required it for regulation. 

Alderman Carswell had not been 
able to give the matter all the 
jattention required, but felt pretty 
well satisfied with the tax on Jand 
as far as it went. He felt it was 
only a failure because we had struck 
hard times. This was where the 
single tax failed wherever it had 
been tried on a falling market. So 
long as everything was advancing in 
price the single tax system was a 
success. Had times been better, we 
shoultl not have noticed it, and he 
would be glad to see it continued at 
least another year. He realized that 
we were face to-face with a very 
serious task. We had to realize 
this year some $6,000 extra to mect 
our obligations, and he was willing 
to try out any new plan that would 
prove a solition to the matter. He 
did not see that th® rental basis of 
taxation would make a lot of differ- 
ence ; it would only mean about two 
mills on the dollar, and it seemed 
feasible, alfhourh he could see diffi- 
culties in the way. 

Alderman Coote said he felt a bit 
hampered in expressing his opinions 
to the full extent because of being 
a business man. lHfe would, however, 
say he was opposed to a ‘business tax 
on general principles, and would not 
favor,or vote for more than a_ five 
per cent. basis if it was brought in. 
He believed we should tind a solu- 
tion by curtailing expenses and cut 
down last year’s assessment 20 per 
eent., an adjustment that would 
satisfy a large numper of ratepayers 
who were not satisfied with present 
assessments. That would, of course, 
raise the mills, but he did not think 
it would then reach 20 mills on the 
dollar, and if we got off at that we 
should have no kick coming. He 
himself would rather pay that than 
a business tax. He felt that a 
husinegs tax was not just, and. illus- 
trated the W. E. Lord Co. and JJ. 
M. Carscadden, believing the latter 
would get the worst end of the stick 
instead of equality. He did not 
see either how we could get off as 
far as the professional men went. 
Take a doctor: You could only tax 
him on his office, which was small, 
and so he weuld not be paying his 
cqual share of the taxes. He believed 
the law of supply and demand regu- 
lated rents in slow years, but not so 
much in other years, and gave his 
reasons for thinking so. As to police 
and fire protection, he believed it 
was coming more to merchants on 
Ross and Gactz Ave. because they 
paid. more. , 

Alderman Watson said he, not 
being a business man, it did not 
affect him: as such, and he thought 
that whatever tax was put on the 
business man, it would have to come 
out of the business, or he would 
have to qui® business. He thought 
the business men were the biggest 
kickers on ‘the present assessment, 
and that the residential ratepayers 
were generally satisfied. It would 
be a good thing if they could get 
together and go over the estimates, 
and cut them down where possible, 
and he would like to hear the mat- 
ter diseussed a whole lot more be- 
fore he would be prepared to express 
his opinion on it. 

Alderman Botterill replied to dif- 
ferent points that had veen brought 
out by the Mayor and Aldermen 
during discussion, and said he quite 
realised that the rental basis would 
perhaps not be perfect in reaching 
all that it. should, but thought it 
would be impossible to get a perfect 
system. 

Aldermen Botterill and Lord mov- 
ed that the solicitors be instructed 
to prepare a by-law under the terms 
of section 13, under chapter 36° ol 
1913, second session, providing for 
the assessor to assess as a_ business 
assessment on all persons carrying 
any trade, business, or profession, 
within the limits of the city. 

This motion carried after it was 
distinctly understood that if the 
Aldermen found any new light) on 
the stibject they could defeat the 
scheme by voting against the by-law.

[Experiments of 


German Professor 


! Show Interesting Facts 


‘ A rather surprising degree of in- 
uence of the wind ‘upon plant growth 


Eat crops was shown by the experl 


ents of Dr. Oscar Bernbeck, a Ger- 

80 professor of agriculture. Severe 
wales tended to produce deformity, 
giving a twisted and knotty shape to 
twigs, and ordinary winds diminished 
jhe energy of growth of sprouts 
ithrough the increase of transpirations 
tand alteration of circulatory con- 
iditions, and had a drying effect that 
fn some cases caused serious injury 

both soil and plants. 

Under a wind of thirty-three feet 
a second, the ground lost three or 
four times as much water as on pro- 
‘tected land. On ground suffictently 
moist, strong sprouts were but little 
Frits ‘no but on some soils the growth 

{th no wind was three times as 
‘great as with a wind of thirty-three 
feet per second. 

It was evident that the usual mod- 
jerate wind of Germany—ten to 
‘twenty-five feet per second—may les- 
‘sen the yleld of exposed land more 
ithan half. 

i Protection is to be sought by vari- 
ous Kinds cf wind shields, such as 
‘walls and hedges, and especially by 
planting forests on nelghboring jhills. 


FOREST RESERVES 


Thirty-five Thousand Eight Hundrec 
Square Miles of Reservation 


— 


Over ten thousand five hundred 
square miles were added recently to 


‘the existing area of Dominion Forest 


Reserves, making a total of over 


thirty-five thousand eight hundred 
6quare miles of reserved forest land 
in the Western Provinces under Dom- 
inion jurisdiction. Of this reserved 
area, three thousand seven hundred 
and ‘eighty-two square miles are found 
in Alberta, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy-two square miles in 
Saskatchewan and four thousand one 
hundred and eight square miles in 
Manitoba. Over two-thirds of the 
total area is found in Alberta, owing 
to the fact that practically all the 
eastern slope of the Rockies has been 
set apart as a forest reserve, not only 
to perpetuate the supply of timber, 
but to preserve and equalize the flow 
of the large prairie rivers which have 
thelr source in this reserved area. 

These western reserves are created 
by the Dominion Government as cited 
in the Act “for the maintenance, pro- 
tection and reproduction of the timber 
growing thereon, or which may here- 
after grow thereon, for the conver- 
sation of the minerals and the protec- 
tion of the animals, birds, and fish 
therein, and for the maintenance of 
conditions favorable to a continuous 
water supply.” To accomplish these 
ends the reserves must first be pro- 
tected from fire, and under the direc- 
tion of technical foresters and super: 
visors, flre-lines are being cut or 
Ploughed, trails are being cut, tele- 
phone lines and lookout stations in- 
stalled, “caches” of tools distributed 
in accessible places throughout the re- 
Serves, and efficient patrols establish- 
éd in accessible places throughout the 
reserves, and efficient patrols estab. 
lished. 

Nor is the timber so protected al- 
lowed to die of old age. The fores- 
ters determine at what diameter in 
each section the maximum production 
is attained and when the trees reach 
this size, they are granted free or for 
a nominal sum to homesteaders whi 
apply to the forest officials for cutting 
permits. Care fs taken not to allow 
over-cutting, for it is the forester's 
alm to crop the forest - rpetually anc 
at the same time increase its produc 
ing capacity by proper inethods_ of 
Management. Thus, ky this poliey of 
forest reservation, instead of de nuded 
hillsides, drifting sand nd barre; 
rocks and muskegs, these areas. will 
in time be covered with great tracts 
of forest owned by the People und 
supplying their wants, noe only now 
but to all future time, when countries 
with less foresight will be in the 
fhroes of a thmber famine,

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ALL ABOUT DRILLING 


(By F. JOHN SUR, Geologist and Oil Engineer.) 


A comparison of the different method of drilling oil wells in the 
various great oil fields of the world and the relative measure of success 
attained, is now interesting to the man who is drilling in a new field. 
There are two classes of drilling that has met with success, and are 
now used universally. First, the percussion method of drilling, in which 
free falling tools, suspended from a hemp or steel cable, worked with 
steam or electric power. 
break, grind or pierce the rock. 

Second, the rotary method of drilling, iene the bit is revolved 
and the ground sands pumped out of the hole by compression. 

Under the head of percussion drills are included the Canadian type 
of rig, the Standard, the Imperial, California, Krupp, and others all 
designed to ‘meet some certain class of formation, Some are made with 
combinations or parts of others, the idea being to surmount some diffi- 
culty the one design would not include. 

I will here give the principles by which the different type of styles 
of drill rigs consist. of. 

The percussion drilling rig of the various designs is used in any 
tormation, hard or soft, but is particularly adapted for hard formations. 
the rotary drill rig is superior for sinking deep wells through loose or 
soft formations, and is not a prospecting outfit, but is only put into use 
when the underground formations have been proven. — 

In many fields a combination Standard rotary rig is used, and al- 
though it costs much more than any other class of rig it is made to sur- 
mount all difficulties that can be encountered. ; 

The principle of the rotary drilling rig consists of a rapidly turning 
column of pipe, the lower end of which has a tool for cutting the forma- 
tion through which it passes and forcing water through the pipe under 
pressure, so as to cause the water to return to the surface on the outside 
of the pipe, thus washing out the cuttings and leaving a clean surface 
on the bottom for the drilling bit to drill upon and into. : 

It can be used in hard formations, an abrasive being used, but is not 
so suitable as the percussion method for such purposes. 

The Canadian combination system is well adapted for hard forma- 
tions, as it has an auxiliary attachment of poles by which the drill bit 
can be turned after each drop, thus cutting all parts of the surface 
equally. Especially in a highly tilted formation is this useful when 
passing from one stratum to another. It also has the advantage of 
drilling with the cable or rope when required. 

There are many classes of portable drilling plants, but they are not 
successfully adapted to deep well drilling. oS 

Casing or steel tubing is used to keep out water, shifting sands, 
rocks, gas and sometimes oil. It is decreased in size as depth is attained. 
Sometimes a well will start with 20-inch casing and finish with four-inch 
casing, one string fits inside the other, the object of the driller is to 
keep the casing as large as possible at the bott:-m f 

Some wells at Baku, Russia, started with 36-inch casings as the 
formation was soft and broken up, quantities of quicksand were met 
with, water flooded the wells—all difficulties were there and had to be 
overcome. 

In Australia, where water wells are drilled to great depths, an 
average well being four thousand feet, the average size of the whole at 
the top is eight inches in diameter. There the formation is very hard 
and compact. Some wells have no more than 800 feet of casing, as the 
walls hold up. Granite, quartzite and sandstone are the predominating 
rocks. 

At Bradford, Pennsylvania, a well is being: drilled which is now 
over five thousand feet deep, and it has no more than three hundred feet 
of casing in it. They have had some soft formation to go through, but 
have proven new things to the.modern drill man who usually wants to 
case every foot. 

Casing costs much money,.much time and difficulty is used in plac- 
ing, not to say what annoyance is caused by under-reamers, which are 
tools for enlarging the hole so as 'to allow space for casing. 

In most fields casing is necessary, but where the formation will 
hold up, why use casing other than to shut off surface water? 

Derricks are made of wood.or steel, Wood is cheaper in some 
regions. Where transportation problems have to be considered the steel 
derrick is used, it being lighter and more durable than wood, and more 
easily shipped. In Australia, where white ants eat all articles of wood, 
steel is necessary. In Chili and Peru, on account of excessive dry- 
ness in the rainless tracts, steel derricks are used However, it is usually 
a question of taste upon the part of the managers of the properties as to 
whether wood or steel derricks are used. 

Cables—Formerly the hemp cables were almost universally used. 
Within the last few years steel cables have been more favored. 
Especially in wet wells or wells having hard walls they are needful. 
They cost less than do hemp cables and the breaking strain is more. 
Another advantage the steel cable has over the hemp cable is that it will

He 
thought the object was feasible, and 
it was more or less in the nature of 
an experiment, and could at least be 
tried out for a time. He, however, 
thought the best thing to do now 
was to discuss it in committee of 
the whole.
